The business of heckling is in its decline 
in this country, and there is little money 


Jt is etill fairly 
heelthv in Britain and the United St-tes, 
and paid hecklers are common in both 
countries. 


A Miniature .Arsenal. 


The New York police have been making 
a study of the weapons of American 
gangsters, and have issued a syllabus of 
instruction for students of the Police 
College. I gather from the syllabus that 
science invents nothing which the 
gangsters wil! not turn to their own advan- 
tage. They use fountain pens which shoot 
02 calibre bullets, pearl-handled knives 
which are also automat.c pistols, and tiny 
guns which fit in a waistcoat pocket and 
‘are equipped with silencers. In fact, every 
variety of destructive weapon is utilised to 
suit the needs of America’s under-world. 


Nothing, however, in the foregoing 
catalogue of gangsters’ weapons could 
touch those mentioned in a court case in 
England recently. A man was summoned 
for assault. When he was brought to court 
the policeman mentioned that he had in his 
possession the following weapons: 

(1) A revolver, charged with wads and 
pepper and a blank cartridge, which, 
when fired, discharged pepper. 

(2) A revolver, fitted with knife blades, 
which sprang out when the gun was fired ; | 
the top blade could be used as a bayonet, 
and the lower one was hooked so that it 
could be used for ripping. This revolver 
also fired two ball cartridges.

Che “ Flapper” 1796. 


A’ veferenée ih the “current number of 
Notes and Queries reminds me that amon 
the many undistifiguished. imitators - o 
the Spectator and’ thé Rambler in the late 
eighteenth century was a ; Dublin bi- 
weekly journal called the Flapper. This 
paper, issued on Tuesdays and Fridays, 
price 2d., contained essays on various 
subjects on two small folio pagés, and was 
published by Richard Edward Mercier at 
ól Anglesea street. It lived for a year 
from haistí, 1796. Mercier had 
previously issued the Anthologia Hibernica, 
and was for a considerable period the 
most eminent book auctioneer in Dublin. 
He died in 1820. 

Copies of the Flapper’ are now very 
rare, but some are preseryed in one or 
two British and American’ libraries. Mr. 
Walter Graham, of the University of 
Illinois, says that he recently discovered in 
the library of that -university -a > perfect 
set. of the paper, which had heen brought 
to America in the collection of Mr. James 
Collins, of Drumeondra. On the first page 
of No. 1 the authors of the anonymous 
essavs in the volume are listed, in faded 
handwriting, with identifying  Jetters 
marked against each article. The . list 
of names is: Alex. Knox, Esq.; Rev. 
John Walker, Rev. George Miller, Rev. 
tobert Burrouchs, William Smith. Esq. ; 
Mrs. Burroughs and Thomas . Wallace, 
Kisq. Mr. Graham adds that it was likely 
thet this particular set was once owned 
by some member of the group.

He claimed, how- 
ever, that protection from the pos:‘vility of 
Dublin 's becoming a third-rate city by the 
efirontery ot disorganised architecture was 
necessary. He referred to the local legisla- 
tion in England regarding street frontages, 
and “commented on the legislation that has 
been introduced in various countries through- 
out the world, and he sugsestéd that the 
Free S:ate should avoid being left behind the 
times.

THE TRANSPORT BILLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—My directors direct me to seek your 
induigence again, and to point out that the 
statements made in Senator Brown's letter, 
published in your issue of this date, are in- 
chuiect. He is quite accurate in stating that 
the *‘ complaint of the railways is now con- 
fined to the Railways (Miscellaneous) 
and to two alleged defects in that bill—(1) 


‘that it does not remove the control by the 
| Railway 


Tribunal of the rates charged for 
the carriage of goods by rail.” But the 
reasons which he advances to justify the non- 
provision of the relief sought by the com- 
pany, and which have not been put forward 
His new sugges- 
tion that the restrictions are retained, and 
should be retained in order to prevent un- 
fairly. high rates for heavy merchandise un- 
suitable for road conveyance, ignores the 
effective check of maximum rates, fixed, and 
still to be fixed by the Railwey Tribunal. It 
should also be pointed out that underlying 
the Senator’s arguments is his assumption 
that there must be wholesa'e transfer. of 
traffic from rail to road, and that this result 
affords no ground for the complaint of the 
railway company. If this were the only 


erroneous item in Senator Brown s letter. my 


directors would not intrude on your space to 
correct it. 

He is quite wrong and unjust to the rail- 
way company when he writes (2) that the 
company complains that the bill “ does not 
permit the company to close  baronially 
guaranteed lines or lines built with public 
money without permission or inguiryv.. My 
board has made no such claim or complaint. 
The obtaining of Ministeria! sanct'on and 
the holding of a public inquiry before any 
branch line is closed have never been objected 
to. What is complained of is that, although 
the. public inquiry and the Minister's. own 
views may find the closing justified, the 
Minister is precluded from permitting the 
closing unless and until he is satisfied that 
an adequate alternative service ex'sts, or will 


he provided, even although it must run, at al

The most recent submarine accident was 
when the Poseidon was sunk in collision 
off the coast of China in June, 1931.

In 1921 the K 5 disappeared off the 
Scilly Isles, with a loss of 57 lives. 
H 47 went down after collision with 
sumbarine L 12 off the Pembrokeshire 
coast in July, 1929. ‘Twenty-four lives 
were lost. 
In 1926 H 29 was sunk in Devonport 
Dock, with a loss of six lives; while in 
1924 L 24, in a collision during man- 
ceuvres, was sunk at Portland, 43 men 
losing their lives.

(Amendme.t) Bill was submitted for second 
reading. The measure has been opposed by 
virtually. all the local authorities and business 
organisations in Northern Jreiand. 

Mr. J.. A. Long,. Deputy Leader of the 
House, in the absence of Viscount Charlemont. 
moved the second reading: The Minister of 
Finance (Right Fon, H. M.. Pollock) occupied |. 
a seat on the iat Govechidiewt Bench. i 

Mr. Long said the essence of the measure 
was to be found in the first cladse, which 
enacted that there would be a general revalua- 
tion throughout Northern Ireland as soon as 
might he after the bill was passed, and that 
subsequent genera] revaluations would be at 
intervals of five years. 

The last general revaluation in the countby 
was made as long ago as 1852, and in Belfast 
there was a revaluation between 1900 and 
1905. It was inevitable that anomalies should 
have arisen in the intervening period. It wis 
a reasonable proposition that there should 
now be a general revaluation, and that every- 
one should be brought back into a proper 
relationship with his neighbour in regard to 
what he ought to pay, whether it be rates or 
income tax. Jt might be of interest to men- 
tion that the clause preserved the “Griffiths” 
basis of 1852 as the basis upon which heredita- 
ments were to be valued. 

It was expected that the new valuation lists 
would come into operation in the financial 
vear 1955-56. There was no doubt that an 
increase im valuation will yield a higher 
amount of income tax, but this was hardly an 
injustice when they considered that the 
valuation would be based on the proper value 
of the property. It was not fair that an 
owner who derived an income of, say, £400 a 
year where the valuation was only £100

matter of the Companies (Consolidation) Act, 
1908, and the Irish National Foresters’ Benefit 
Society. The case came before the Court on 
a series of motions on behalf of the official 
liquidator for the determination of questions 
dealing with the funds of the society, with 
branches which have seceded and their lia- 
bility to contribute towards payment of the 
general debts of the society, with the debts 
due by the several branches, with the dis- 
posal of the surplus assets (if any), with loans 
made by the branches to the Executive 
Council, and sums due by the branches for 
levies. 

The Court was also asked for an order 
that the official liquidator forthwith proceed 
to take all necessary steps to have the 
creditors ascertained and their claims ruled 

n, and for an order whether each branch 

the society which claimed in the proceed- 
ae to have s ceded from the society had 
effectively seceded therefrom, and, if so, 
whether any such branch was ‘entitled to be 
excluded from the list. of branches whose 
funds were liable to meet the general debts 
of the society. 

Other questions for determination dealt 
with the position of the members in Great 
Britain and .Northern Ireland, whether 
they were liable to contribute towards pay- 
ment of the liabilities of the society, and, if 
so, whether the liquidator should take any 
proceedings against such members or any olf 
them. 

THE GOVERNING BODY. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., who, with Mr. Marnan 
(instructed by Messrs. Horan and Devine), 
appeared for the official liquidator, continuing 
his arguments, dealt with the dispute which 
arose over the governing body, and said that 
at one period several persons claimed to be 
the real Mussolini of the piece. He sketched 
the earlier stages of the htigation, and men- 
tioned that seven branches which ciaimed 
to have seceded were now registered as the 
Robert Emmet Benefit Society, and had 
brought over with them any assets they 
had and any an ds | they owned when they 
were in the National Foresters. They now 
claimed to be saparate and distinct, and, 
having seceded properly, they were not bound 
to pay anything. Counsel submitted that 
none of the branches could secede without the 
consent of the National Convention or an 
order of the Court. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., who, with Mr. Roe 
(instructed by Mr. James McCourt), appeared 
for Branch Lord Edward Fitzgerald, Dundalk, 
said that the attitude of the branches was that 
there was nobody to whom they could go for 
consent. 

Mr. Dickie read a number of affidavits made 
on behalf of the branches which claim to have 
seceded, ‘Counsel quoted from the affidavit of 
Mr. Thomas J. Nolan, Granby Row, Dublin, 
who said that he was General Secretary of the 
Robert Emmet Benefit Society and Secretary 
of Branch John Redmond of the society. The 
John Redmond Branch of the Robert Emmet 
Benefit Society, which was formerly a branch 
of the Irish National Foresters, claimed to be 
no longer in any way connected with the Irish 
National Foresters’ Benefit’ Society, and 
claimed to have seceded therefrom. 

Mr, Nolan referred at considerable length 
to the new registrations and the reports of 
various annual conventions before’ the 
winding-up proceedings, and submitted that 
the John Redmond Branch of the new society 
had no liability, express or implied, to pay or 
discharge the liabilities, debts, or any obliga- 
tions whatsoever for which the Irish Nationa! 
Foresters’ Society might be found liable. 

THE LEGAL RESULT. 

Mr. Dickie said that he did not dispute the 
facts as set out in the affidavits of branches 
claiming to have seceded. The question for 
the Court was what was the legal result. 
They carried out everything necessary, 
apparently, for the purpose of seceding, save 
the principal thing of getting the liberty of 
the annual convention to allow them out, and 
they neither gave notice to the Executive 
Council nor to the convention of the fact that 
they were wanting to get out. In the first 

lace there was no annual convention, and, 
in the second place, they did not regard the 
Executive Council as a legal council, and said 
they would not give them notice. Counsel 
said that, so far as he could see, the legal 
position was that they were not out. What 
was then their liability to the general debts 
of the society? He submitted that that was 
a clear and the only point. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Must not they pay 
apart from some definite statutory obligation ? 

Mr. Dickie—That is so. 

When it was pointed out that Mr. Wood, 
K.C., counsel for the Robert Emmet Benefit 
Scciety, was not present, 

Mr. Justice Meredith observed—'‘ They 
have seceded rather effectively from the hear- 
-“ the case.’ 

r. Gavan Duffy said tWAt his attitude 
towards Mr. Wood was one of friendly 
neutrality, because if the one got out, so 
did the other. It would be a matter for 
his lordship how far the Companies Act was 
gcing to be applied to a friendly society. 

Mr. Dickie said that when the outside 
liabilities were discharged the Court might 
evolve a scheme whereby the branches would 
be put back where they were with their own 
funds, less any portion they were called on 
to pay in the general debt. Such a scheme, 
if formulated, would be for the benefit of 
ail the parties. Nobody wanted a winding-up 
in the sense of putting an end to the 
Foresters’ societies. 

GREAT BRITAIN BRANCHES. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that, if agreement 
on the point of settlement failed and his 
lordship adhered to his judgment about the 
liability of the branches, there must be a 
complete winding-up of every branch, but it 
was not necessary to answer that question 
at present. 

r. Dickie said that his view was that 
these branches were liable to pay a certain 
amount, but he considered that it would be 
absolutely useless, in view of the cost to 
proceed against branches in Great Britain. 

Mr. Justice Meredith granted orders in a 
number of motions on which there was 
general agreement, and adjourned the further 
consideration of the case for the attendance 
of Mr. Wood for arguments on major issues.

ACTION AGAINST A DUBLIN 
COMPANY. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The hearing was continued of the case of 
Denis Tangney, draper, Millstreet, Co. Cork, 
against the Clarence Hotels Company, Ltd., 
and Michael D. O’Brien, Charles Allen, 
Thomas J. Callanan and Robert Harkness, 
four of the directors of the company. The 
plaintiff claimed a declaration that he was 
entitled to be registered as the owner of 
250 ordinary and 375 preference shares lately 
registered in the name of the Hibernian 
Bank, Ltd. ; an order for the rectification of 
the register by entering his name thereon as 
the holder of these shares; an injunction to 
restrain. the company and the other de- 
fendants from transferring or attempting to 
transfer the shares or anv of them to any 
person other than him; damages against the 
defendants (other than the company) for, as 
alleged, wrongfully refusing to register him, 
and for alleged conspiracy. 

The plaintiff alleged that the directors sub- 
stituted, or attempted to substitute, as 
transferees persons who were parties to the 
alleged conspiracy, and that by resolution 
they transferred the shares to Mr. John 
Hanley, Sutton, Co. blin 

The directors denied that the plaintiff was 
entitled to have the shares transferred to 
him; they also denied that they agreed 
among themselves, or with any other person,

SEVERITY OF RESTRICTIONS. 

Continuing his arguments on behalf of the 
defendant directors, Mr. Overend stated that, 
as far as he knew, there was no limit im- 

i posed in law on the severity of the restric- 

tions relating to the transference of the 
shares of the company. He referred to 
| authorities and legislation dealing with the 
| subject, and submitted that the onus was 
| thrown on the company to register at the 
request of the transferor. It was an absolute 
statutory duty. There was in this case, he 
argued, non-performance of two essential 
conditions provided by the articles, which 
were conditions precedent, and must be 
observed. The words “ Admit to member- 
ship, he said, meant in respect of shares 
that it was the imperative duty of the 
directors to consider the matter whether 
the proposed transferee is a desirable 
person in respect of every fresh transfer of 
shares. The laintiff had no right against the 
company, and if he had no right against 
the company he had no right that could be 
infringed by the special “defendants, and 
there could be no case of conspiracy. 

Mr. Moloney, in the course of his reply on 
behalf of the plaintiff, said that it was 
settled law that the right to transfer was 
only cut down to such extent as expressly 
stated in the articles, and in so far as it was 
expressly cut down then that right existed. 
The purchaser of those shares had a legal 
right which he could enforce against the 
directors so as to recover damages. Dealing 
with the nature of the transfer here, he said 
that it was not enough to make the man a 
member, but it gave him a right to go to the 
company and demand that his name should 
be put on the register. 

Counsel submitted that his lordship could 
direct the register to be rectified back to 
the date when the transfer should have been 
registered in the first instance. In the pre- 
sent case the rights of the transferee were 
of great importance. If the shares had been 
transferred to Mr. Tangney when the trans- 
fer was first sent forward to the company, 
Mr. ‘Tangney would have been at the an- 
nual general meeting able to have 800 extra 
votes, but if he was only put on now he 
would not have those votes, and his lordship, 
counsel thought, might take that into con- 
sideration 

THE ANNUAL MEETING. 

There was also the question whether he 
would be qualified to be a director or to 
stand for a director at the annual meeting. 
If. the transfer of shares was not registered 
in his name, then at the general meeting he 
would not he qualified. Counsel su 
that the notice for the annual general meet- 
ing should not be sent out until after judg- 
ment, had been given in this case, so that 
Mr. Tangney’s position might be quite right, 
and that he might be on the register in time 
to vote at the meeting.

CONCRETE COLOURED 
LIKE RAINBOW. 


INTERESTING DUBLIN 
EXHIBITION. 


The “ Brighter Buildings ’’ movement was 
inaugurated in Dubin ylesterday, when the 
Cement Marketing Co., Ltd., opened their 
exhibition of won ie decorative treatments 
for concrete at the offices of ths Institution 
of Civil Engineers, Dawson street.

THE HOTBED. 


on this subject in the Weekly 
the Garden Correspondent 
says: — 


As a substitute for, or auxiliary to, the 
warm greenhouse, the old- fashioned hot- 
bed at this season is a valuable asset, 
if temporary, in the garden economy. 
Given ample dry leaves and one good 
thumping load ol fresh manure from the 
stables, more ‘an you will, but for our 
present purpose our aim is to generate a 
mild, lasting heat, and that with suffi- 
cient leaves to make a bed three feet 
deep, of sufficient area to take a three- 
light garden frame and a two feet margin 
around it, we find, well mixed, makes a 
mild hotbed. Should the material ‘be on 
the dry side a light sprinkling of water 
is wanted as the mixing proceeds,. the 
whole being well tramped, the frame 
being set on it facing south. With a 
smaller frame, of course, the bed will be 
in proportion.

DEAD IN SHELL. 

Writing on-this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :'— 

The number of chickens that die in the eggs 
during incubation is enormous, and. the 
consequent loss to breeders must be very 
great. We know that the majority of 
these are hatched in incubators, as the 
old mother hen manages the eggs better. 
This shows that the trouble is chiefly 
caused by some error in the machine, 
or the way it is worked. Still many die 
under hens, too, partly due to the hens, 
but much oftener to some deficiency in 
the eggs.
